Eisenhower had proposed an 
immediate 15-billion-dollar in- 
crease. The House voted ap- 
proval but the Senate Finance 
Committee killed the measure 
last Saturday. 

Foreign Aid Bill Passed. 

The Senate cleared the first 
of four major hurdles in the way 
of adjournment when it com- 
Pleted action this afternoon on 
a compromise measure providing 
more than $6,500,000,000 for the 
vast program of military and 
economic aid to friendly nations 
during the fiscal year that be- 
gan July 1. Approval came on 
Wbice vote. The measure now 
Joes to the White House. 
The bill includes $4,531,507,- 
000 in new cash for mutual as- 
sistance in fiscal 1954, which be 
gan July 1, and $2,120,915,390 of 
carryover appropriations making 
A total of $6,652,422,390.

000,000 which former President 
Truman said wag needed and

Senate Wins Controversy. 

The Senate won the big con- 

troversy that had been tying up 
the measure for more than a 
month. This involved a provision 
put in by the House to add a 
seventh member to the Tariff 
Commission to give Republicans 
a four-to-three edge. Senate 
Democrats contended this would 
involve “partisan stacking” of 
the agency and succeeded in 
kitocking out the provision. 
House conferees yielded on the 
point Saturday.

FRENCH PLANE 
DOWN IN TURKEY, 
4 KILLED, 30 SAFE 


PARIS, Aug. 3 (AP)—An Air 
France Constellation plane 
crashed today in sbuthwest Tur- 
key. The airline here said 30 
passengers survived, four were 
killed and one is missing. 

Air France said it had been 
informed from Beirut that 27 
of those aboard escaped without 
injury. Three others were taken 
to a hospital in Fethiye, Turkey, 
on the Gulf of Makri. 

Previous reports had said that 
41 persons were aboard. 

Among the surviving passen- 
gers was Mrs. Marjorie Clark 
Yahyavi, 27 years old, and her 
child, the only Americans aboard. 
She was returning to Tehran 
from Portland, Ore. She is.mar- 
ried to an Iranian. Eight mem- 


bers of the crew also survived, 


Air France said. 

Planes and ships of four na- 
tions had been searching the 
Mediterranean for trace of the 
plane. Fethiye is 75 miles north- 
west of Kastellorizon, small 
Greek island between Rhodes 
and Cypress, where the pilot 
messaged he was going to ditch 
into the sea. 


FREED AMERICANS 
TO GET $150 CASH, 
BACK PAY CHECK 


FREEDOM VILLAGE, Korea, 


Aug. 3 (AP)—The 3313 Ameri- 


can war prisoners who will be 
starting homeward Wednesday 
will receive $150 in cash and 
the remainder of their back pay 
in a United States Treasury 
check. 

For a private who has been 
captive for 30 months, this could 
amount to $4300, if he doesn’t 
have any allotments. 

For Maj. Gen. William Dean, 
the highest ranking officer in 
Red prison camps, the back pay 
will total about 000. From 
this will be deducted the allot- 
ments paid his family. 

Repatriates will board troop 
ships at Inchon. The trip home 
will take 12 to 14 days and the 
ships will dock at either San 
Francisco or Seattle. Those seri- 
ously ill will be flown directly 
to the United States. Any re- 
patriates who have succumbed 
to Communist indoctrination 
will be separated from the rest.

Fruit Desserts and Sauces. 


Fresh, canned or stewed fruits | 
may be frozen in individual con- | 
tainers and added to the lunch 
box. Add sugar to taste, seal 
and freeze. Apple, rhubarb and 
cranberry sauce also freeze and 
carry well. A small jar of frozen | 
apple, or rhubarb sauce, packed | 
with beef or lamb sandwiches; | 
cranberry, with chicken or veal | 
are refreshing additions to the | 
lunch box. Fruits and sauces | 
already frozen need not be 
thawed before packaging. 

Cake, Pie, Cookies. Individual | 
portions of cake, several cookies 
or a fruit tart also may be 
frozen. Tarts carry best if 
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space divided by 5 handy shelves.

There are three general rules 

to observe in cooking frozen 
8: 


1. Use a moderate tempera- 
ture (300 degree to 350 degree 
F.) for animal products (meat, 
poultry, fish). 

2. Use a small quanitity of 
water in cooking vegetables. To 
preserve the moisture and pre- 
vent escape of valuable food 
elements it is best to cook them 
in a covered pan. 

3. Don’t overcook. 


FREEZING CHERRIES

To the delight of all 
Formosa, the Nationalist slow 
speed F-47 fighters eluded the 
MIGs by the device of pulling 
them into a fight at low alti- 
tudes— where the MIGs’ high 
speed is neutralized. 

The Chinese Communist press 
ahd radid, which have been de- 
scribing the Korean truce as a 
“defeat for the West,” are pre- 
dicting the “unification of Korea 
under a truly democratic regime, 
which is Red jargon for a pro- 
Communist regime. 

The ‘Hot Truce.’ 

These are only a few ex- 
amples of reasons why the situ- 
ation in Korea is described 
throughout the Far East as a 
“hot truce” and why a peace, in 
the sense of a stable, negotiated 
settlement of East-West differ- 
ences is not in sight. 

to reports reaching 
Western intelligence here and in 
Tokyo, there is evidence that 
the Chinese Communists, in or- 
der to gain time, have decided 
to put off any aggressive actions 
that might bring United States 
retaliation on a scale requiring 
a Korean-sizé drain on Red re- 
sources. 

In the immediate future the 
Reds, it is estimated, will launch 
aggressive probes only where 
they have an idea that the 
United States would keep hands 
off or where American help 
would be on a limited scale only. 

Eyes on Indochina. 

To illustrate the current Com- 
munist attitude, it can be dis- 
closed that the Reds have been 
closely and steadily querying In- 
dian and other “neutral” diplo- 
mats for an estimate of just 
what the United States might 
do should Chinese “volunteers” 
openly take the field en masse 
to assist Communist insurgents 
in French Indochina. 

The Chinese have long had 
manpower trained and ready for 
this operation, and it pears 
that the main deterrent remains 
the fear that the United States, 
having proved itself so unpre- 
dictable through its intervention 
in Korea, might, despite all its 
protestations against any new 
commitment of American ground 
forces, proceed to reverse itself 
again. 

In looking at Communist China 
today, senior diplomats and in- 
telligence officers in the Far 
East say that there are—unfor- 
tunately. from the free world 
point of view—no grounds for 
believing that exhaustion or in- 
ternal crises motivated Red

but looked at from the over-all to

Too Little for Research.

The other 
was Senator Kenneth Wherry of 
Nebraska, who shared Taft’s 
knowledge of the practicalities 
of politics.

It took a month 
to get it restored, and then fi- 
nally in conference between the 
two Houses all but $4,000,000 of 
the amount was lost. 

The Best Memorial. 

In 1950 an addition of $17,- 
000,000 was proposed and de- 
feated by a vote of 48 to 36. 
Taft was one of those voting in 
the negative. 

No one can say, of course, 
whether the impetus which these 
sums would have given to re- 
search might have contributed 
enough to knowledge in so short 
a time as to have helped Taft's 
condition. But there are ex- 
perts who believe a concentrated 
attack with large sums for un- 
limited research would find the 
answer. 

As it is, dedicated believers 
‘in medical research such as 
Mrs. Albert Lasker and Mrs. 
Florence Mahoney spent weeks 
crusading on Capitol Hill to get 
Congress to approve present ap- 
propriations. If Taft's colleagues 
want to memorialize him, they 
could do no better than to start 
the search for the killer in a 
really big way.

Gardiner, 61 years old, of 
Bath, Me., and Boston; Edward 
Chase, 55, of. Cape Elizabeth, 
Me., a member of the Maine 
Legislature, and Edwin S. Burt, 
60, Portland, Me., sales execu- 
tive, were en route home from a 
reunion of the Fifty-sixth Pio- 
neer Infantry Division at Sha- 
mokin, Pa., when the crash 
occurred. 

Wreckage of the plane was 
scattered over a two-mile area 
and the bodies of the three men 
were thrown clear of the fuse- 
lage, which crashed on a slight 
ridge. 

Police said Gardiner was at 
the controls and had radioed the 
Allentown-Bethlehem-Easton air- 
port, 10 miles away, that he 
would make his landing ap- 
proach in a few minutes. 

Witnesses said they looked up 
as the plane roared overhead 
and saw about half of the right 
wing of the plane rip off. Other 
parts of the plane came off as it 
went into a tailspin, they said.

THERE ARE MANY THINGS we like about 
Madrid. For one thing we like the dining hours. 
Lunch is served from 2 until 4 and there is 
always time for an hour’s siesta. The cocktail 
hour is at 9:30 and well brought up people never 
eat dinner before 11. This gives a tourist a 
chance to sight-see or shop in the morning, eat, 
sleep, shop or sight-see in the cool of the late 
afternoon, sleep, drink, eat, drink and sleep. 
What else does a tourist want to do? 

We like the Prado Museum, one of the great- 
est in the world, and El Retiro Park, one of the 
most beautiful parks on the Continent. We like 
the Spanish Royal Palace and the Hotel Palace 
bar and we like the Madrid bull ring. Madrid’s 
Plaza de Toros seats 25,000 aficionados, and 
between April and October fights are held on 
Sundays and Thyrsdays, usually about 6:15 p.m. 
It is said by people who know that the bull fight 
is the only thing in Spain that starts on time. 

In the summer months many of the fights in 
Madrid feature novilleros, or aspirants, who 
hope to become full-fledged matadors. Novilleros 
fight under-aged or over-aged bulls, but this 
fact does not detract. from the excitement of 
the contest, For one thing, the novilleros who 
appear in the Madrid ring are hoping to get 
contracts for the regular season, and they are 
determined to put on a show for the customers. 
For another, they are not as experienced as 
full-fledged matadors and take chances that no 
respectable fighter would think of taking,

SINCE A MAJORITY of the novilleros are 
brave, but not talented, the bulls have a field 
day tossing and gouging the apprentices around, 
That is, until the time comes for the sword 
thrust, Then the bulls are sorry. Since novilleros 
have a difficult time killing their. bulls, it often 
takes a long time for a bull to die, and it is 
painful to see the expressions of tragedy in the 
spectators’ eyes, not to mention the bull's. 

But the thing we like about Madrid most is 
the Spaniard’s attitude toward women. It is 
common and accepted custom for a Spaniard to 
compliment a woman on the street. These com- 
pliments range from a simple, “Hello you beauti- 
ful thing,” to such complicated praises as, “Long 
live the mother who bore you.”

THERE ARE A FEW acceptéd compliments 
such as, “You're so pretty you could stop a rail- 
road train,”.er, “I wish I were a cobblestone so 
you would step on me.” 

But many Spanish men prefer to be original, 
and women have told us that among the compli- 
ments they have received are: When you close 
your eyelashes, the winds blow me away,” “I 
wish my teeth were made of fire so I could melt 
the bars of your balcony,” and “Hello brunette, 
don’t close your eyes or all the traffic in Madrid 
will stop.” 

Spanish women tell us they are flattered by 
these gallant remarks and although they do not 
acknowledge them, they are not offended when 
a stranger speaks to them. 

A woman friend of ours said: “The Spanish 
men have a graceful way of putting things and 
they rarely bother you after paying you a com- 
pliment. I would be deeply offended if I went 
shopping and no.one spoke to me.”

We asked a friend what kind of 
reaction he got when he spoke to a pretty girl 


and he said: “They mostly give you a big smile 
and then make believe they are ignoring you.

ERE is a phrase expressive 
H of humiliation in an extreme 

degree, and yet it has its 
softer side as a symbol of hu- 
mility—that is in contexts where 
a person speaks of kissing the 
dust as a voluntary action, an 
act of piety or remorse. .

Removing Doors. 


OW and then, usually when 
Nbere is some furniture to be 

moved about, it becomes nec- 
essary to take down a door. Now 
there are several ways in which. 
this job can be done not includ- 
ing the use of an ax, but the 
only one we are really interested 
in is the right Way. 

Most of the hinges used on 
doors today are the loose pin 
variety. This means that the 
two leaves of the hinge are held 
together with a metal pin and 
this pin is loose. In short, when 
you pull out the pin the hinge 
comes apart and when all the 
hinges are apart the door comes 
out. So much for all this, 


Open the door and put a small 
wedge under the outside edge to 
give the door a little support and 
prevent it from swinging back 
and forth. Pull out the pins of 
the hinges next and here you 


may have to drive them out with 


a screwdriver as they are often 
stuck from paint. 

Remove the bottom hinge pin 
first and then the top. If you 
reverse the order you throw a 
bad strain on the lower hinge 
which may pull loose the hinge 
screws, 

Once the

On some doors you find hinges 
which don’t have loose pins and 
this means that the hinge screws 
must be removed before the door 
can be takén down.
